cay. The factories arc generally large 
stone structures, some of them having 
a capacity of a quarter of a million 
tish !i day. 


When the fish arc taken to the facto- 


ry, they are spread on large tables, 
where they arc sprinkled with salt. 
Breton women, in tucir little white 
caps and big aprons, stand about the 
tables u-aiticc; to dress the lish.

Harriett und Charlotte, succeeded him 
In the possession of the estate. Char-

ris family ro add to those of the Stark, 
being, on-lils' mother's side a llnenl de-
